Postal Hike Proposal 
May Have Problems 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Initial

WASHINGTON (AP) — Initial 
congressional reaction has 
raised the possibility that 
trouble lies ahead for President 
Nixon’s proposal to raise' the 
price of a first-class postage 
stamp from 6 to 10 cents. 
“A 10-cent first-class stamp is 
unconscionable,” Sen. Gale 
McGee, D-Wyo., chairman of 
the Senate Post Office Com­ 
mittee, declared Friday after 
Nixon’s proposal was sent to 
Congress. 
The proposed increase was 
part of a package plan Nixon 
offered to finance a 6 per cent 
wage increase the government 
promised all federal workers 
under terms of an agreement 
reached Thursday. 
Government and 'postal union 
negotiators worked out the 6 per 
cent agreement, along with an 
additional boost of 8 per cent for 
postal workers only that would 
be effective when Congress 
approves Nixon’s postal reform 
plan. 
The agreement halted the 
immediate threat of a new 
postal workers’ strike but it 
raised financing problems for 
the President. 


Nixon's message left unan­ 
swered whal will be done about 
the current 10-cent air mail rate. 
Assistant Postmaster General 
James W. Hargrove said the 
question is under study, adding 
the air mail rate might be 
merged with the first-class 
charge. 
The first-class stamp proposal 
would bring in $2.3 billion an­ 
nually, Nixon said. Raising 
charges on other types of mail 
would produce another $300 
million. 
Under the proposal, parcel 
post would cost 15 per cent 
more, so-called “ junk” ad­ 
vertising ma.il an extra 5 'per 
cent, second-class mailings 12 
per cent, and single -piece third- 
class. mail, 67 per' cent. 
The President also proposed a 
revenue windfall of $1.5 billion in 
the 1971 fiscal year. That, 
coupled with mail cost increases 
and money already budgeted for 
federal pay increases, would 
pay for Thursday’s agreement, 
Nixon said. 
Nixon said his plan “will 
neither require extending the 
sur-tax nor raising income tax 
rates.”

Big Bethlehem Tries To Force 
Craggy Outdoorsman Off His Land 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - This is the 


story of one man's fight to save 
his weekend retreat — a small 
wooded spot unspoiled by 
concrete and brick — from a 
giant corporation that wanted to 
buy him out. 


He is John Hawkinson, a 


craggy, 
white-haired out- 


doorsman, who 20 years ago 
bought two acres of wilderness 
on the scenic Indiana Dunes 
near Lake Michigan. All he and 
his wife asked was to be left in 
peace in their rustic cabin 
beside a placid pond. 


They make their living by 


writing 
and 
illustrating 


children's books about nature. 
Often, they would bring Boy 
Scouts from the Chicago slums 
to the retreat to teach them 
about nature. 


Then, in 1962, the Bethlehem 


Steel Company selected this 
picturesque area for a steel 
plant and began acquiring the 
surrounding property. Although 
Hawkinson was offered as much 
as $45,000 for his land, he didn't 
want to give it up. 


After nearly everyone in the 


area sold out, the company 
published the plans for its new 
plant. Hawkinson's property 
appeared as part of the steel 
complex. It remained, never- 
theless, as an island surrounded 
by corporate territory. 


PRESSURE TACTICS 


The big boys from Bethlehem, 


annoyed over this private little 
Eden in their midst, sought to 
take away Hawkinson's access 
road. They brought pressure 
upon the county commissioners 
who granted the company 
permission to take over first one 
end, then the other end of the 
road. 


Unintimidated, 
Hawkinson 


stormed into court, where he 
was assured that Bethlehem 
would never deny him access to 
his property. But the road 
became an obstacle course. 


First, the state highway 


department, in widening In- 


diana Route 12, eliminated the 
intersection where he turned off. 
He overcame this by bouncing 
over the dirt onto the access 
road. 


The railroad tracks to the 


steel plant cross the road, and 
Hawkinson often found his way 
blocked by boxcars. Guy wires 
were also anchored in the 
asphalt of the road. 


He still manages to reach his 


property, as he puts it, by 
"sneaking in." But his friends, 
being less persistent, no longer 
visit him on weekends. Some 
friends who tried to drop by 
were stopped by armed com- 
pany guards. 


Throughout the ordeal, the 


steel company continued to 
make generous offers for the 
property. Then his wife fell ill 
with cancer. 


"It may have been a coin- 


cidence," Hawkinson recalls 
ruefully, "but the day my wife 
went in the hospital, they offered 
me $25,000 and gave me 48 hours 
to make up my mind to sell." 


Although he needed the money 


for his wife's medical care, he 
resented what he considered to 
be an unfair attempt to put the 
squeeze on him, 


John Hawkinson, one of the

"batacazo," or the impact of a 
strike or blow. 


And that is the idea- strike, 


tut, release aggression, have fun 
without danger of inflicting (or 
receiving) injury Just like 
pillow-fighting 


The game, in fact, originated 


when its inventor, Eusebio 
Acevado of Fontana, Calif., was 
pillow-fighting with his children 


"Bataca is a tremendous way 


to take out all aggressions, not 
only for kids but also adults," 
claims William Reinhard, vice- 
president of Bataca, Inc., and 
also chairman of the physical- 
education 
department 
at 


Glendale College 


"I've never known anybody to 


get hurt," he added. "It's not at 
all dangerous." 


It is even said to improve 


sportsmanship. And is ap- 
plicable in a number of games, 
or sports 


There is, for example, bataca 


fencing five points for a solid 
blow on the back or poke to a

at any time. 


However, a strike to an op- 


ponent's head in basketball 
draws a foul. And in soccer, the 
goalie is allowed a bataca bat in 
each hand with which to fend off 
goal attempts. 


Reinhard, who is backfield 


coach for the Glendale football 
team, uses it, also, in grid drills. 
The center, for example, is 
flailed by one or two batacas as 
he practices snapping the ball 
for punts and conversions. 


A balJ-carrier takes a handoff, 


then is hit by linebackers with 
batacas. Or, a pass-receiver is 
struck by the bataca as he 


catches the pass All these drills 
are said to help develop m- 
tentness, alertness, and con- 
centration. 


But, still, the foundation of 


bataca may lie mostly in the so- 
called fighting sports. Karate 
and judo strikes, kicks, or 
punches can be simulated and a 
student's concern of being hurt 
or of hurting others eliminated. 


And the "Bataca Game" could 


be used to replace boxing. 
Maybe, even, at the collegiate 
level (boxing is now banned as a 
sport at most colleges). 


In bataca boxing a bat is 


carried in each hand (or singly, 


if preferred) and scoring is 
based on the hardest, cleanest, 
and most difficult blows landed 
under the opponent's guard. 


Solid blows to the opponent's

A ball-carrier takes a handoff, 
then is hit by linebackers with 
batacas.

FCC Confusing All 
With Recent Rulings 


'Virginian'To Get 
Needed Revamping 
For Next Season 


NEW YORK (AP) - NBC is 


about to put "The Virginian" 
through a much-needed face 
lifting in hopes of sparking the 
same kind of interest generated 
by "The Name of the Game." 


This 90-minute Western, now 


in its seventh or eighth year, had 
become tedious and worn 
around the edges. 


A few months ago, rumors had 


it, NBC was preparing either to 
cut the show to an hour or to 
drop it altogether. Instead, NBC 
is remolding it in the image of 
"The Name of the Game." 


Next season, James Drury as 


the Virginian, Doug McClure as 
Trampas, and Lee Majors as a 
new character will rotate the 
lead each week. Majors was 
formerly on "Big Valley." The 
Shiloh Ranch will be the central 
focus, as Howard Publications is 
for "Game." Each segment will 
have its own producer and will 
be handled as a 90-minute 
movie. 


In addition, Stewart Granger 


will take his first television 
series role as a former British 
army major who becomes the 
new ranch owner. 


The time period is being ad- 


vanced to the mid 1890's so that 
the story may deal with more 
contemporary issues. Frank 
Price, in charge of production 
for Universal, said that period 
experienced many of the same 
problems facing the country 
today.

keeping pay television in the 
wings for 17 years, the FCC said 
it would take applications for 
over-the-air pay TV using a 
scrambled signal. Bills now in 
Congress, however, may keep it 
from ever going into operation. 


Last fall, the FCC reversed its 


stand and ordered 
cable 


television systems with more 
than 3,500 subscribers to begin 
originating programs by next 
Jan. l. It also gave CATV per- 
mission to sell advertising in ' 
competition to broadcasters, 
and said it would not oppose the 
creation of cable networks. 


Now. a new rule by the FCC 


shakes the very structure of the 
broadcast 
industry and a 


proposed one would alter the 
concept of network program- 
ming. 


The agency adopted a "one-to- 


a-customer" rule for ownership 
of television and radio stations 
in the same market. In the 
future no one will be allowed to 
acquire more than one kind of 
station in the same market. 


In addition, the FCC is un- 


dertaking a new inquiry into a 
Justice Department 
proposal 


that many existing multimedia 
combinations be broken up. It 
proposes a new rule that within 
five years owners must reduce 
their present holdings within one 
community to either one AM- 
FM radio combination, a 
television 
station

newspaper. 


The FCC said 256 daily 


newspapers in the nation have 
broadcast licenses in the same 
city. 


Another 
proposal would 


prohibit the three television 
networks from supplying more 
than three hours of program- 
ming each night in the prime 
time hours between 7 and 11 
p.m. 


The idea is to provide first-run 


syndication 
of 
programs 


produced without network in- 
fluence. Individual stations 
would be encouraged to produce 
local programs, particularly 
those of public service. 


The proposal raises economic 


problems for stations. 


They would no doubt turn to 


the same producers the net- 
works 
rely 
upon. 
These 


producers to a large degree are 
subsidized by the networks, 
which often absorb a loss until a 
new program can turn a profit. 


Since the producers would be 


venturing into syndication, it is 
unlikely they would attempt any 
programming but the tried and 
true formulas. At the same time, 
many small stations could not 
afford the prices a producer 
would have to charge for a good 
first-run program. 


There are those who doubt 


that such a ruling would serve 
the purposes the commission 
has in mind.
